Fence around reservalr not kept in
order and banks lnside fence highly
umtumlnntﬁd with human excreta.
Crystal Lake an unclean swamp,

The bottom iz a fetld mnss of hog,
muck, grass and dead fish; Intolerable
odor; small pools of wuter, cofféee color,
filled with bacteria.

Recommends that Crystal Lake be
abandoned as & water supply reservolr;
ditto Solomon's Creek, because of con-
tamination with human and animal
